Elderly wrinkled women in bdiack, 
their faces tattooed in the traditional 
Arab manner, clutched bundles can- 
taining all they could bring on 
leaving the defeated camp, they 
added. ‘The boys who were fighting, 
may God rest their souls, were all 
killed,” an old man, Abdullah You- 
sef Joma’ah, was quoted ag saying 
after fleeing the camp which was 
besleged by the Christians for seven 
weeks. “The ammunition ran out, 
rocket launchers were there with-

Mars fog may be sign of life 


PASADENA. — The first clear evi- 
dence that water is being exchanged 
between the Martian soi] and the 
planet’s atmosphere was reported 
‘Wednesday by U.S. scientists study- 
ing Viking photos. 

-'The photos show fog hugging low 
aress on the planet, settling in cra- 
ter bottoms and ancient dry chan- 
dels, said Dr. William Baum. 

“This ig important for organisms 
that may be trying to thrive on the 
Martian surface,” .said Baum, ἃ 
Member of the Viking orbiter ima-. 
sing team. 

.He pointed out some of the bright 
patches of fog in pictures and said, 
“Ie I were looking for-biology, Yd 
like to land there.” 

. Scientists have been theorizing 
that water bound up in the soll — 


-perhapa in the form of permafrost 


— is liberated into the atmosphere 
during the day as temperatures rise. 
Baum said the photos provide the 
first definite evidence of this phe- 
@omlenon. 

:The fog showed up in pictures 
taken shortly after dawn by the 
Viking 1 mother ship orbiting Mars, 
from altitudes of between 10,500 


and 12,300 km. above the planet’s 
surface. 

Viking 2, which has ‘been in: or- 
bit less than a week, ~was. con- 
manded on Wednesday to begin its 
photo surveys of. possible ianding 
sites in the northern latitudes of 
Mars. 

Its twin cameras had’ orders to 
take 96 pictures, most of them 
used to get the cameras focused 
accurately.. Viking 2 will search for 
landing sites in three general 
regions for the rest of ‘the month. 
It is scheduled to send its lander .to 
the surface about September 4 to 
search for life and conduct other 
experiments, as the Viking 1 lander 
has, been doing for 22 days.

On call-for 100,000 
pints of blood a year

donate blood once a year to meet the 
population’s need. But about half the 
population cannot donate — persons 
under 18 or over 65, those suffering 
from various 2ilments and diseases, 
and pregnant women. Thus the 
percentage of those who can actually 
donate is halved, so eight per cent af 
those who can give should give. 

On this basis, Israe! should provide 
120,000 portions of blood a year. MDA 
ituelf collects 100,000; another 30,000 

wis collected at the various hospitals, 
making a total of 130,000. 

Of this, some 30 to 40 per cent com- 
es from ‘soldiers on active duty who 
donate to “insure” their family. 
(One donation of blood by any 
member of a family to MDA will 
provide the rest of that family with 


all the blood they need for αὶ whole 
year.) Another 10 per cent comes 
from kibbutzim; another 10 per cent 
comes from replacement donors; 
and the rest comes from individuals, 
the police, Dan and Egged bus 
cooperatives, the aviation in- 
dustries, factories, and so on. 

As δ rule, only 10 per cent of the 
donors are women. Due to menstrua- 
tion, pregnancy, and nursing, they 
lose considerable amounts of iron. A 
man may donate every three months 
endlessly and regain what he has 
Jost by simply eat a healthy diet. 
(There is a society of men in Tel 
Aviv which has donated blood every 
three months for several decades.) A 
woman will need to take supplemen- 
tary iron in most cases. But kibbutz 
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women donate equally with their 
menfolk. The Oriental communtites 
sow donate almost at the same rate 
as the Ashkenazi, but there are 
many Argh families, especially from 
backward villages, who still believe 
that donating blood will deprive 
them of this portion of blood when 
they go to heaven, and thus they wilt 
not be “complete.” {Many ultra- 

Orthodox Jews also hold this belief.}. 

With 130,000 portions of blood be- 
ing donated and only 120,000 portions 
needed, why should there be a shor- 
tage of blood? 

One reason, as noted. is that a 
small number of persons have rare 
types: but there are much more im- 
portant reasons. 

For example, MDA needs an even 
supply of blood, day in and day out, 
to meet the country’s needs. But peo- 
ple take holidays, and, during 
Pessah, for example, the supply of 
donated blood drops remarkably. 
Another reason is that although 
every attempt is made to match 
blood types in hospitals, “front-line” 
army soldiers in the field receive 
only “O* (also known as the univer- 
gal donor type since it can be given to 
A, AB, and Β), as there is often little 
time to make a crosa-match of the 
donor's and recipfent’s blood types. 

One cause of temporary shortages 
is the need to supply small hospitals 
with a considerable number of por- 
tions of all blood types in case of an 
emergency. If the portions are not 
used, the blood Is recalled to MDA 
blood bank headquarters in Jaffa, 
where the plasma is removed and 
fractionated. 

Fractionation is one method of 
making a portion of blood go much 
farther than its actual volume. For 
example, albumin, platelets. and 
gamma globulin can be taken out of 
blood. The albumin is used to help 
persona recover from burns, the 
platelets to step up the bleod- 
clothing process, the gamma 
gilobuline to increase the response of 
the immune system, and thus help 
fight measles, hepatitis, etc. 

Or take the case of any one of 
Israet's 200 hemophiliacs. If one 
starts bleeding. he will need a lot of 
Factor VII, one of the 13 known fac- 
tors in blood. One way is to pour 
pints and pints of blood into him to 
rpovide sufficient Factor VIII to stop 
the bleeding: the other is to remove 
Factor VIII trom the blood and ve 
it to directly to the premopit 
Incidentally. Factor fi 
ed and frozen by 2 special process 
within four hours of removal, can be 
kept for one year. This obviates the 
need for a large number of donors at 
one time. 

MDA’s Blood Bank in Jaffa does a 
considerable amount of fractiona- 
tion, ‘‘but the plant will be adequate 
to meet the country's needs for only 
another one or two years," Dr. Bar-
